W ill 
Endeavor 
to 
Have 


Legislators Elected W ho W ill Vote 


F o r Liquor Measure. 


Harrisburg, Pa., April 23.—Governor 
Brumbaugh announced that he will 
carry the tight tor local option into 
the primaries next year, when mem­ 
bers of the legislature are to be nomi­ 
nated. 
The governor conferred 
with his 
lieutenants and outlined a plan for 
resming the battle at once. 
He will 
send emissaries into every county of 
the state to stir up sentiment for lo­ 
cal option, with a view of having leg­ 
islators elected who will aid him in 
Hie passage of such a luw. 
The 
governor was greatly disap­ 
pointed at the vote on local option in 
the house. Ile made the statement that 
he had 108 votes pledged for the hill 
and could not understand why thirty 
of the members bad failed to keep 
their promises. 
The governor will 
give particular attention to the mem­ 
bers who, he says, gave him pledges 
lo support the measure and to the 
others who voted against it. 
The governor will look after the in­ 
terests of every man who voted for 
Hie bill. 
In case any of them are de­ 
feated for renomination it Is under­ 
stood that he will place them In state 
positions if they desire to accept such 
employment. 
The declartion of the governor fol­ 
lows out the announcement 
Issued 
some weeks ago by the local option 
committee of Pennsylvania, an organi­ 
zation formed to aid the governor iii 
Ills campaign for local option. 
The 
committee authorize!! the announce­ 
ment that lf the local option bill was 
defeated the fight would tx* continued, 
the principal object 
being to elect 
members pledged to enact such a bill 
at the elctiou In 19^5, when the mem­ 
bers of tilt! 1917 legislature will Im* 
rtrcrcn. •*

According to the story which is go* 
lug tin* rounds of official Washington, 
Madero upon attaining the presiden­ 
cy, began to turn upon the men who 
hail placed him in power. 
Nervous, 
weal; aud high-strung, he soon alien­ 
ated the army, the force of arms that 
placed him in supreme position in the 
republic. 
General Huerta al that time wus 
chief of staff, serving under Madero 
*ainl one of tin* unfortunate executive s 
trusted advisers. 
A lieutenant with twenty men pre­ 
cented a ukase from congress to Ma­ 
dera that he resign. Madero, aroused 
to a high pit«li of anger, tore up the 
papers, and drawing his pistol Is said 
to have shot the lieutenant dead. 
When this murder beearn** known 
the pressure of congress was exerted 
more tremendously und Madero was 
arrested and imprisoned. It U» said a 
near relative ot tile dead lieutenant 
then killed hint.

thousand French, British
